Building was Fire Proof, But Flames Burst 


Through windows and Encircled Fire 


Escapes. Some Roasted in View 


of Thousands, and Others 


Jumped to Their Death 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 25—A fierce 


fire in ^Market street, between 12th and 
13 streets, caused a heavy loss of life 
this morning. 


It started at 10.30 in the nine-story 


building of Hunt, Wilkinson and Co., 
furniture and upholstering manufac- 
turers. 


The structure was fire proof, but 


was filled from cellar to roof with in- 
flammable material and in a minute 
flames were bursting from every win- 
dow. 
It was impossible for the fire- 


men to assist those inside, including 
hundreds of men and women employ- 
ed by the firm and a great many were 
killed or injured. 


Up to 11 o'clock there were 11 bodies 


removed to the morgue, and it was 
certain that others were killed. 


?he flames spread so quickly that 


those coming down the fire escapes 
had to jump oevr their sides into the 
street, as it was impossible to get 
them down. 


When the firemen reached the scene 


the steret was literally piled up with 
the bodies of people who had jumpedr 


Some were dead and others dying. 
On the fire escape of the fifth story 


was a body which was roasted" In full 
view of thousands. 


Other objects higher up on the fire 


escape are believed to be dead bodies. 


The fire, spreading eastward.fcat 11.30 


crossed Market street, where several 
big buildings caught, 


Wanamaker's immense store was 


only 100 feet away and the city hall 
was close by, but the wind drove the 
flames away from them. 


At 11.30 o'clock the walls of the build 


ing felL The firemen were able to work 
other buildings then. 


At noon it was believed to be under 


control. 


The wholesale and retail rubber ware 


house of Latta & Mulconeery, adjoin- 
ing the upper stories of the Hunt & 
Wilkinson building employed 300 hands 
mostly girls. 


The fire is believed to have started 


in the second story, where fifteen girls 
worked. It is unknown whether any 
escaped from that floor. 


When the walls fell the number of 


bodies was estimated at from six to 
thirty, most of them lying in a smal 
street In the rear covered by hundred: 
of tons of brick and twisted iron. 


Many jumped from the windows to 


the street and missed nets only to be 
killed by striking the pavements. 


One girls who jumped from the top 


story saught on a fire escape at the 
third story and the flames burtsing 
from the windows burned er body tot 
tt crisp. 


Almost the same minute two men 


one white and one colored, stood on a 
fiie escape of the fourth story, unable 
to get down because of the flames be- 
low. They were surrounded by flames 
The white man danced .up and down 
bereft of reason, and finally was over- 
come and fell to his death. The color- 
ed man jumped and was killed on the 
pavements. 


There was no flre escape on the front 


of the building and all rushed to the 
rear. 


At Least 17 Lost 


Philadelphia, Pa., 2 p. m.—The po- 


lice now estimate that at least 1? per- 
sons lost their lives In the flre and 
many more are seriously, perhaps fa 
tally, injured. 


Two unoccupied buildings which ad- 


join the Wilkinson building are des- 
troyed and many others were damaged 


The total loss will be $50,000.

Delayed Dispatch 


Washington, Oct. 25—Admiral W. S. 


Schley, who took the stand in the court 
of inquiry yesterday afternoon, 
told 


his story for two ours yesterday, -when 
adjournment was taken till this morn- 
ing. He had then reached the discus- 
sion of the famous "disobedience of 
orders" dispatch in his story. 


This morning at the opening of the 


court h» again took his place in the 
witnpss chair, and begun his account 
of the Santigo campaign where he had 
left off the day before. 


He spoke quietly, but clearly, and 


with some suppressed emphasis on im- 
portant points in his narrative. 


He testified tfiis morning that he did 


not bombard the earthworks at Cien- 
fuegos because he was convinced that 
It would be unavailing. 


He said the dispatch dated May 27, 


did not reac hhim till June 10. 


Regarding the presence of the Span- 


ish fleet at Santiago, he said he regard 
ed the orders of the department con- 
cerning the probable presence of the 
fleet there more in the line of sugges- 
tions than as mandatory orders. 


The same interest was manifest to- 


day in the court room in what Admiral 
Schley said aa was the case yesterday 
when he took the stand. During the 
entire afternoon yesterday the closest 
attention was paid to his story. 


Admiral bchlej >5gan his testimony 


by relating the particulars of his tak- 
ing command of the flying squadron at 
Hampton Roads, where, he said, "the 
generalTplan of campaign was thrashed 
out," He said that the captains of his 
squadron had diversified views and he 
resolved to tnke the helm himself. The 
question of torpedoes in the fleet was 
early discussed, and he decided the man- 
ner in which they should be cared for. 
Continuing, he said: 


"I put the squadron immediately upon 


a war footing, established the matter of 
pickets and patrols and also the mask- 
ing of lights which were under inspec- 
tion on several occasions to ascertain 
how effective and complete it was. At 
first there was some fault found, later, 
the masking was absolutely complete 
so that it was impossible, when the 
ships were under w*iv. in the column or

line of battle, to Uituuguish any one at 
more than «rdlc»ry distance from it." 


He had. be said, explained that it 


would be impossible to arrange a gen- 
eral plan of battle, but he had explained 
to bis commanders that in a general 
way it was bis idea "to attack the head 
and leading ship of the enemy attacking 
ns and concentrate the fire upon her. 
"My reasons for this," he continued, 
"were twofold, the first being the moral 
tffect upon the enemy and the second 
the confusion 
it would create. The 


older plans for naval attack were to at- 
tack the centre or rear of an enemy's 
§eef, which would result in the escape 
ef some of the enemy's vessels. I felt 
that if we got the head we would get 
the whole. I think this plan was vindi- 
cated by the result of the batt?e some six 
weeks of two months later," he said, 
concluding this point. 


He then related the details 
of the 


cruise to Key West, and his meeting 
there with Admiral Sampson. ''The 
admiral was very much worn," he said, 
"and necesaari'jr so because his re- 
sponsibility had been great. He showed 
me a number of orders, one of which 
was for a division of the two squad- 
rons, one to take the north and the 
other the south coast of Cuba, and he 
to have the preference. 


"I asked which he preferred, and he 


expressed a preference for the Havana 
command. He told me confidentially 
that whichever command I should take,x 
f must remember not to attack heavily 
fortified places on the shore until the 
Spanish ships were disposed, or that we 
must not risk our ships until the Spanish 


• fleet was put out of the way. 


"We discussed Cervera's probable des- 


tination. He said that his information 
was that the orders of the Spanish 
squadron to reach Havana or some other 
point within reach were imperative, and 
believed that Cienf uegos would be the 
point, as that came under acceptation 
of the order more directly. We looked 
over maps, and I agreed with him. - I 
could not imagine that anyone who had 
studied the military situation of the isl- 
and at all could have supposed that 
Santiago would have fulfilled any of 
the conditions of his instructions." 


The admiral entered upon defense of 


his course by saying: "I was on the 
eonth side of Cuba, of course, invested, 
I thought, with entire responsibility. I 
was not in communication by teegraph. 
I did not know that we had secret agents 
in Havana. I did not know that there 
were any means of communicating with 
the insurgents. If that were known I 
should have known it also because I 
was acting in an tatirely independent 
capacity, I may almost say. I could 
not be reached by telegrams and a good 
"deal I did had to be left to guessing. 
Borne times I guessed right, and some- 
times I guessed wrong and I suppose, in 
the light of recent events, we are all 
liable to do that," 


He related the Incident of Captain 


Sigsbee's coming aboard the Brook- 
lyn from the St. Paul, saying that the 
visit had impressed itself vividly upon 
his mind. 


"I recollect distinctly," he said, "that 


he had on rubber boots and an old 
blockading cap, which we all wore more 


• or less, and an ordinary blouse suit." 


The admiral then proceeded to giro 


the information which Captain Sigsbee 
had brought, prefacing what he had to 
gay with the statement that he did not 
believe Captain Sigsbee would mis- 
•tate anything for his commision. 


"I do not believe." the admiral said, 


"that he is capable of stating what is 
Bot trne. la this instance I think his 
recollection is at fault and not his ve- 
racity. I said to him: 'Captain, have 
you got the Dons here?" He said to n»e, 
'No, they are not in here. I have been in 
very close.' He certainly'said 'they are 
not here, they are ouly reported here.' 
I Bald to him: 'Have any of the other 
vessels seen them, the Yale or the Min- 
neapolis?' He said, 'No, they have not. 
They have assured me so.' That was 
the assurance of such men as Wise and 
Jewell and Sigsbee." 


Relating his interview with Pilot 


Nunez, Adm'ral Scbley said that Nunez 
had expreTW*&<»fc^ouinion that it would 
bare almost been impossible for.ehifis 


of the size of those of the Spanish fleet 
to enter the Santiago harbor, the pilot 
saying that the entrance was not only 
shallow, but tortuous. 


Ref erring in a general way to Captain 


Sigsbee's visit Admiral Schley said: 
"My habit in life, not only in principal 
command of a squadron, but also in 
command of a ship, was to assume the 
responsibility and to venture the cen- 
sure of any movement that might Jus- 
tify that, but that I was never willing 
under any circumstances to be a par- 
ticipant in glories I would not divide. 
That was the general principle upon 
.which I acted in this matter. I did not 
call any council of war. The informa- 
tion which these people gave led me to 
Infer that telegraphic information was 
a ruse precisely similar to that which 
Was telegraphed from Cadiz that the 
squadron had returned from the Verde 
Islands. That would have been my 
policy if I had not been in control and if 
any of us at any timo made any 'mis- 
takes during the campaign of Santiago 
or ( elsewhere it was iu supposing that 
the Spaniards would ever do right at the 
right time. That probably wa s the only 
reason we made any mistakes that we 
did make. It would not hare been wise 
for me to have uncovered Santiago. 
The military importance of that move- 
ment would have been to guard 1he 
westward, as that would have been the 
only place they could have gotten in 
behind. As those in the interior had an 
absolute control of Hie entire lines our 
movements every minute of the day 
were known in Havana." 


Admiral Schley explained his retre- 


gade movement, so called, to the west- 
ward, saying that he had not considered 
the economical aspect of this step, as 
the economical features could never be 
taken into consideration in military 
movements. He had, he said, made 
careful inquiry as to the coal supply of 
the various ships and had turned over 
in his mind the question of their en- 
durance in battle. 


Referring to the arrival of the Har- 


vard, the witness spoke of tho dis- 
crepancy to the report as to the informa- 
tion which Captain (now rear admiral) 
Cotton of that vessel had brought 
aboard the Brooklyn.

TAX-DODGING STOPPED 


'lllnols Supreme Court Gives a De- 


cision Agalost Big Corporations 
Springfield, 111., Oct 25.—The supreme 


court affirmed yesterday the decision 
of the lower court in the Chicago teach- 
ers' tax case, in which they insisted that 
the capital stock of corporations should 
be assessed. This ruling will add over 
$100,000,000 to the taxable property in 
Chicago. 


The decision in effect awards a writ 


of mandamus against the state board of 
equalization to compel it to assess the 
capital stock, including franchises, of 20 
Chicago corporations, the fair cash 
value of whose capital stock, including 
franchises over and above the value of 
their tangible property, is alleged to ag- 
gregate $235,600,000. The corporations 
directly effected include the street rail- 
way, telephone, and gas and electric 
light companies. This case was insti- 
tuted by the state 
attorney of San- 


gamon county, at the instance of the 
Chicago Teachers1 Federation. It was 
for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
state board o'f equalization to assess the 
foregoing corporations, which, it is al- 
leged, have hitherto escaped taxation 
by the board. The c«url holds that the 
board, in assessing corporations, does 
not act as a board of review, but as an 
originrl assessor, and that the perform- 
ance of its duty to assess the fair 
cash value of capital stock, including 
franchises to and above the value of 
tangible property, may be enforced by 
mandamus.

Period of Anxiety For Fall 


River Operatives 


BEFUSAL OF AN INCREASE 


Certain to Be Decided Upon t>y Man- 


ufacturers—Labor Leaders Say Ttiat 
Strike 
Will 
Follow—Conference 


Might Straighten Out the Blatter 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 25.—A meeting 


of the executive committee of the Manu- 
facturers' association will probably be 
held very soon, when the recent leltter 
of the Textile Council asking for 10 per- 
cent increase in wages will come up for 
discussion. 


The only action that can betaken will 


be the refusal to grant, the increase, and 
this will be embodied in a letter to the 
Textile Council. The executive com- 
mittee has not the power to take any 
other action, in view of the fact thai 
the manufacturers have 
signed an 


agreement not to advance at all inHue 
present circumstances; Wiihin the past 
few days all the manufacturers have 
repeated their statements that they can- 
not afford to grant the increase under 
existing conditions. The 
manufac- 


turers are manifestly discouraged at the 
outlook and talk as if they believe th>- 
only hope lies with the operatives. 


Labor leaders say''that the whok- 


matter of a strike is in the hands of tho 
unions. They say they know the opera- 
tives will strike if the advance is not 
granted by Nov. 4. There is some talk 
of the state board of arbitration being 
called into the matter, but thiis board 
is not regivrded with confidence by the 
..unions of this city and there is con- 
siderable doubt expressed as to whether 
the operatives would accept & report 
from it favorable to the manufacturers. 


If a strike is finally decided upon, 


both sides will lose more than they can 
gain in years if it lasts but a few weeks. 
The secretaries of the various unions 
.refuse to talk on the matter at all. 
There is a strong disposition on their 
part to remain silent on the matter and 
allow the operatives to take whatever 
•ction they may see fit. 


Some of the operatives who havj 


studied the situation carefully are in- 
clined to believe that the manufacturers 
are not wholly wrong. The margic 
between cotton and cloth at the present 
time is not looked upon as assured, and 
the reports of many of the mills at the 
annual meetings have shown what ;i 
poor year it has been. There is also 
a certain element among the operatives 
who believe that the advances which 
have been made will prove but tempo- 
rary, in order to accomplish a certaii 
definite purpose. 


Labor leaders declare that the opera- 


tives will fight for tpe extra wage ant> 
in the opinion of many a labor struggle 
la imminent. As to whether there will 
be another conference is not known. If 
is very likely that both sides are willing 
xto talk matters over and that some sa* 
Isfactory conclusion night be arn>rc 
at in view of the present condition o' 
affairs.

TUB SEW FAIR 


The cattle show problem Is one to 


•which the newspapers »f New Eng- 
land have given more attention this 
(all than ever before. The sentiment 
voiced by the Transcript in regard to 
our own cattle show is not peculiar to 
this section, but represents the senti- 
ment of many other New England 
communities, as shown in the editorial 
opinions of many newspapers from 
•widely separated cities. Cattle show 
as, a New England institutKm has 
failed to keep pace with the progress 
of the country, and the result describ- 
ed is only natural. The fact that the 
criticism is so general this year shows 
merely that the time is ripe for the 
step which shall place the cattle show 
on the footing it occupied years ago, 
when it was faithful to its trust and 
represented the best ' 
the life and 


progress of the community 


The Transcript has expressed the 


opinion that the local cattle show 
would better do something, be some- 
thing, stand for something, or die. In 
Its present form it adds nothing to the 
welfare of the community, and that 
•\vhich is of no benefit were best dis- 
posed of. But the Transcript believes 
that there is no need to consider the 
latter alternative as even a possibility. 
There is ,a work for the annual fair to 
do, a broader \\ork than it has ever 
Jone before. 
' Two plans have been suggested for 
the local situation. One has already 
been enlarged upon. It is that North 
Adams and Pittsfield unite their ag- 
ricultural societies and hold a great 
"twin-city fair," which by the geo- 
graphical fitness of things would be lo- 
cated at Cheshire. The fundamental 
idea of this would be to add strength 
to the institution by doubling the re- 
sources and making merely a huge 
cattle show and nothing more. From 
the purely cattle-show point of view 
the scheme seems in some respects the 
best that has been >>uggested. 


But tliev is another plan, which the 


Transcript has merely referred to in 
.•speaking of other phases of the prob- 
lem, 
an-i which it is the present pur- 


pose to state more fully. It is the 
plan which has for its basis the Idea 
that the cattle show should become p. 
fair representing the ent8-e community 
including the best that there is in the 
community, city or country alike, and 
held in ihe community's center, which 
for northern Berkshire, southern Ver- 
mont, a part of New Tori; state and 
.western Franklin is the city of North 
Adarns. 


The new fair should represent the in- 


dustries of the city as well as of the 
farms. The Boston Advertiser says in 
Its contribution to the discussion that 
everybody but the farmer goes to the 
agricultural show nowadays. This is 
untrue, although it is based on truth. 
The farmer goes and his family go, but 
the chief support comes from the city, 
because the city has the more direct 
field to draw from. 


The new fair should recognizp this 


dual interest. The dwellers in the city 
are of course interested in the exhibits 
of cattle and farm produce of the 
country, but they are also interested 
In the product of the city itself. The 
workers in the shoe shop know com- 
paratively little of the methods of the 
cotton mill. The workers in the retail 
store know little of the processes by 
•which the goods they sell are made, 


, many of which processes are illustrat- 


ed In the home industries of North Ad- 
ams. 
They are interested 
in these 


.other manifestations of human energy 
and skill, but they have few opportuni 
ties to exhibit that Interest under pres • 
ent conditions. •• The farmer is inter- 
ested most directly in what his fellow 
farmers ore doing, and this latter Is 
the only interest to which tb* cattle 
,fthow as at present conducted caters. 


It is by no means an all-round fair, 
since these direct interests are neglect- 
ed entirely. 


Besides the direct Interests, the 


dwellers in the city are interested in 
the product of the farms. The Tran- 
script has already shown wherein the 
present cattle show falls to cater 
properly to this.'and in what ways it 
could do so, based on the experience of 
other fairs. The men and women of 
the farm are equally interested in the 
mysterious processes of the city's 
manufactures. This Interest 
is not 


catered to at all in the present cattle 
show. If it were, the annual 
fair 


would double its value for the farmers, 
as well as for the city folk- 


To cater to these many interests of 


the present day is the province of the 
new fair. They were no* developed as 
interests in the days when cattle show 
became an established New England 
institution. While they 
have- been 


growing in importance the cattle show 
has been standing still, following the 
precedents of its origin, and arcom- 
plishing no more than It did when pres 
ent conditions were unknown. Small 
•wonder that interest in its perform- 
ances has lagged until the day has 
come when cattle show is "dying to 
slow music/' as the Pittsfield Eagle 
has said. 


Such a fair as this we have described 


would of necessity be gradual in de- 
velopment. Present ideas cannot be 
changed in a day. But the start to- 
wards it must be made, or the thing 
will' surely die, such efforts asthemak- 
ing of,, a "twin-city fair" merely pro- 
longing the death struggles. The way 
in which the change may be made has 
already been pointed out by the labor 
unions of North Adams and Pittsfleld 
in their labor carnivals. More quick 
to sense present conditions than the 
agricultural societies, they have held 
indoor fairs which illustrated in their 
exhibits the many processes involved 
in the activities of the city. 


It is a combination of this with the 


cattle show idea, whose best mani- 
festations 
former articles have de- 


scribed, which shall build the new fair, 
the only fair that will represent New 
England life as it is today, the life of 
the city and the life of the country 
brought together in the form of an an- 
nual fair, in the same way that the 
two are brought together in the daily 
experiences of the peop'«.

O'Neill la "Monte CrUto" 


James O'Neill had insisted that the 


world was his for many years before 
Liebler & Co. came alongr to lend him a 
little on account, accepting the theater 
going portion of that world as secur- 
ty. The loan took the form of one of 
the most elaborate scenic investitures 
ever given a play to be presented on 
the road. The result has been amply 
successful, for new interest has been 
inspired 
in the veteran p.iece, 
and 


large audiences have greeted it where- 
ever it has gone. This was the case at 
the Richmond last evening. The house 
was filled and many stood. Liebler & 
Co. read public taste well when they 
provided so splendid setting for so fa- 
miliar a piece. 


The play's the thing sometimes, but 


not this time. This time it was all 
the setting. 
Seven unusually elabor- 


ate stagings have been furnished, some 
of them fcf rare beauty. 
The port of 


Marseilles with which the piece 'opens 
and 
the forest of Fontainebleu with 


which it closes are the most beautiful. 
The prison and the inn of the port 
du gard were most elaborate, while 
the 
storm and wave scene was the 


one 
which thrilled the audience to 


cheers and a part of It to screams. 


In nothing did the production excel 


more than in the handling of the scen- 
ery, which made the waits surprising- 
ly short for such heavy cnanges. The 
dark ^ changes especially were most 
•smoothly done. The company has its 
own stage hands, and it must be con- 
fessed that the men behind the scene* 
were rather better than the men in 
front, 
for with two or three excep- 


tions, the company is remarkably poor 
for one bearing the Liebler name. 
. O'Neill himself, 'of course, was, as 
always, "himself." Which is at once 
the best and all that need be said They 
say that a man never appears to such 
good advantage as when dressed In 
his Sunday b«st. It is natural there- 
fore that O'Neill, equipped with all 
that stage art and mechanics could 
suggest, should be endowed with an 
added touch of power and It is, prtolj- 
able 
that his interpretation of the 


part was never so forceful as now. In

first 
act especially he showed 


to better 
advantage than 
before. 


Frederic de Belleville as Nortier and 
W. J. Dixon as Caderousse of the sup- 
port were good, The rest of the com- 
pany had best be revised, and doubt- 
less the suggestion first in every mind 
would be that Claude Gilbert as Ed- 
mund Dantea* son be at once replaced 
by somebody who can at least equal 
the grammar school boy in "speaking 
pieces."

Abstract of His Addross.

ers of

Many of the 


North Adams teachers had important 
parts and one of the interesting fea- 
tures was an addres by C. T. Plun- 
kett of Adams on "What the business 
man expects of the high school*" 


Supt. I. F. Hall of this city made the 


opening address as president of the 
county association. 
His subject was: 


"Education for community life" and 
an abstract of what he said follows: 


Education should be progressive, ad- 


apted from year to year, from age to 
age, 
to the changing conditions of 


life's environment. But the best edu- 
cation 1s ever that which best fits boys 
and 
girls to ~So the world's work in 


such a way as to sweeten and elevate 
and enn'oble this strange boon which 
we call life. But since the conditions 
and environments of human existence 
are continually changing, it fellows 
that what was once 
needed most to 


make 
men strong to perform life's 


tasks and enjoy 
life's gifts may n'ot 


be most essential now. 


Mr. Hall illustrated this point by ref- 


erence to the qualities of manliness de- 
veloped by education and required" by 
the needs of life in the earleir stages 
of the world's history. By comparison 
he showed that the need of the world 
today is a broader richer, manliness 
than was demanded then; 
for we do 


not live in tents as Jacob. 


The center of interest for a eoo<3 


man today is not his own safety 'or 
the safety of family or clan, tmt the 
highest good of society. 


The claims of brotherhood which 


ought to have kept old Jacob from de- 
frauding his brother have broadened 
into the claim that rests upon us all 
because we have come to have an abid 
ing faith in the brotherhood of man. 


Egoistic manliness has given place 


to communistic manliness. The search- 
ing question today is not what do I 
owe 
my brother or my neighbor, but 


What do I owe society. No lower ideal 
can satisfy today in the best educat- 
ion. 


After illustrating this from incidents 


connected with school administration 
Mr. Hall went on to show how educa- 
tion for community life may be de- 
veloped 
by the comon school studies 


properly used, and by struggling and 
elevating the school as a social fac- 
tor. He then tried to show how in all 
schol work instruction, discipline and 
the personality of the teacher might be 
used to accomplish tKis end—educa- 
tion for community life.
